Mr. R. RR. Todd, Chatrman of the 
Counctl, sald that there were two 
urgent matters he proposed to deal 
with at yesterday's meeting which 
were not on the ayven First, he 
pointed oul, there ve been 18 
deaths from cholera in the Colony 
since July 25, and there are at pre- 
sent a numberof ¢ s in the hos- 
pitals, “By toemer the offcial 
total will probably be about 27," che 
added. “In Canten and in’ Hainan 
Island cholera is very prevalent at 
present, and It Is therefore proposed 
to bring, Into force on dormant by- 
law restricting the sale of certain 
foodstuffs. ‘The by-law was last in 
effect in 1032,"

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FRENCH INTERNAL 
PROBLEMS 


The frequent changes of 
Cabinets in France of late have 
served to draw attention to the 
serious domestic troubles with 
which the nation has been threa- 
tened in recent years, and which, 
unless they are speedily and 
permanently righted, are likely 
to prevent her from: pulling her 
weight in European affairs. 
During the boom years which 
| followed the influx of visitors to 
France after the war and the 
first. payments of German ..re- 
parations, the unwillingness of 
the French taxpayer to pay up 
and balance the Budget did not 
matter so much, but since 1926 
financial crises have been recur- 
rent features of French political 
life. The best remembered of 
these crises are those which 
brought M. Poincare back to 
power in 1926 with his Govern- 
ment of National Union ft the 
time of the Moroccan War, and 
the crisis which brought M. 
Doumergue back from his rustic 
retirement to form a National 
Government again after the 
Stavisky riots of February, 
1934, and when the not alto- 
gether suceessful experiment 
was tried of including Marshal 
Petain, France’s chief surviving 
War General, in the Cabinet. 
The plenary powers granted to 
M. Blum a few days before the 
defeat in the Serate which led 
to his recent resignation,. and 
which were described as making 
him ao financial dictator, are hot 
anything new in French finan- 
cial life, for similar powers ‘were 
held by M. Laval foy six months 
in 1936. It had been hoped that 
the advent to power of M. Blum 
would have resulted in a firmer 
line being tnken by: France at 
Geneva in support of the ideals 
und aims of the League of 
Nations. The «© double-edged 
policy of M. Laval succeeded in 
retaining neither the recently 
‘acquired friendship of Italy nor 
in vindicating international jus- 
tice through tho League of 
Nations, hitherto a cornerstone 
and 
reduced- French influence in 
Europe to a lower cbb than it 
had been at any time sinco-the 
Great War. With her large pea- 
sant-proprictor population, the 
position of France is intrinsic.

WILES 


TALK TO LOCAL 
ROTARIANS 


A fast ond fluent exposure of 
modern methods of propagondn war 
given by Dr, Willlam G, Campbell, 
Professor of Education in the Unl- 
versity of Callfornia, in a broadcast 
to the Hongkong Rotary Club 
yesterday under the title of “The 
Technique of Propaganda.”

tu believe and disbelieve. 

Propaganda had been defined as 
an attempt to. present material tn 
such a way as to guide the think- 
ing of a person or group to a pre- 
determined end. 

Courtship, selling a car or con- 
vincing the world that a revolution 
was necessary or nationalism desir- 
able were ail forms of propaganda, 
In this way Jt was as old as the 
world, the cave man obtaining his 
mate by offering her better protec- 
lion; and at Pompeii election mottos 
could still be read offering more 
roads and less taxes. 


Suppression of Bad 
Dealing with propaganda under 
four heads, the speaker spoke first 
of suppression, This was propa- 
ganda by not telling the facts of 
the cnse. An instance occurred a 
year or so aso when aw case of black 
small-pox was reported in a bix city 
of the Middle West by the Medical 
OMice to his Council. The Councll 
told the officer he could have all the 
funds he wanted to combat the fever, 
but they asked mewspuper editors 
not to mention the case “because they 
did not want the tourist -traffic to

American journal, the American 
Magazine, printed grim and terrible 
stories of the massacres and pillny- 
ing Jn Mexico curried on in the 
name of Catholicism, The stories 
were fully documented and Jncontest- 
able.

It was left to a student 
to unearth the fact that the most 
recent of such acts had occurred 
four years before the American Civil 
War in 1861! 


Disterting the: Facts 


Distortion was another simple 
variation of propaganda, An in 
stunce was the story of Edlth Cavell, 
“the nurze whore shooting at the 
Shands of Germans was held, up to 
non-Germanic notions as ah act uf 
atrocity which they could not toler- 
ate. The fact thnt she was a spy 
and that there was only one sen- 
tence for .a spy—the sentence of 
denth—was not mentioned. Within 
au week of her execution, two Ger- 
man nurses were shot to death on 
Yhe snme charge within 40 miles of 
Paris. 

The movie industry at Hollywood 
threatened to move when it was pro- 
posed to increase their taxes, They 
quoted figures to show that their 
expenses were $90 million annually 
and thelr profits only $10 million, 
How could they pay $20 million in 
taxes? The answer was that they 
had included taxes in thelr expendl- 
ture, z 


It was sald. that war was an op- 
portunity to get rid of eurplus popu- 
ution, It actually cost $25,000 for 
cach man killed in the Great’ War. 
One could not afford that sum to 
decapitate n man. It was also said 
that the Joss of the Lusitania and 
other damage to shipping would be 
recovered from Germany. For every 
dollar Jost In that way, 
‘spent $2,000 trying to get It back. 

Fabrication was the last heading 
under propaganda, and to flustrate 
this point, the speaker took the case 
of. firm in New York which juaran- 
teed to win ony small municipul 
election for u given sum, rates .ac- 
cording, to population and payment 
on results only. 


Whispering Campaign 


In such a campaign, the firm sent 
its male and female representative 
who started a whispering campaign 
against the opposition candidate just 
before the poll.

WORLD PEACE SEARCH 


NEW HISTORY SOCIETY'S . 
COMPETITIONS 


In order to promote a deeper and 
more ~ searching study of those 
problems that relate to the re 
construction of the human common- 
wealth and world peace, the New 
History Society, founded in New 
York in April, 1932, has, since that 
time, arranged a serics of compctl- 
tlons to the younger generations of 
each Continent. 


These competitlona have been or- 
gasised with a view to eliciting the 
opinion of the youth on socinl pro- 
blems and disseminating “lt among 
lending © cducators, statesmen and 
publicists of every country. 


The 1936 competition subject was: 
“How can the people of the world 
achieve universal disarmament." On 
the closing date, May 1, 1037, 3,166 
papers had been received from the 
five continents of the world and the 
Islands of the Seas, They were sub- 
mitted in English, French, German, 
Dutch, Italian, Spanish, Portuguese, 
Chinese, Japanese, Russian, Arable 
und Persian, 


In 1932, 15° papers were received 
from the youth of China, Eighty 
students sent in papers during the 
last competition. As far os can be 
ascertained from the tables published 
by the Society, there were no ene 
trants from Hongkong. 


Chinese Prizewlnner 


In 1935 Miss L. P. ¥. Chang, of 
Kirin University, won first prize. 
The subject ‘that year, was: “How 
can youth contribute to the realisation 
of a universal religion." 


The Society's pamphict, Just issued, 
notes that no paper was received 
from Soviet Russia. Owing to the 
outbrerk of the Spanish civil war 
when the competition opened, no 
letters containing the conditions were 
sent to that country. In Japan, the 
police scized the Ntcrature pertaining 
to the world competition and officially 
interfered with the broadcasting of 
the uppeal. In New Zealand, the 
Jiterature relutive to the competition 
was held up by the postal authorities 
for six months on-the ground that {t 
was advertising matter and Hable to 
duty. 


The booklet also draws attention to 
the forthcoming International Cam- 
patn against War and Milltarism, to 
be held in Paris from August 1 to 
Auyust 6.

STANLEY DEVELOPMENT 
CONTINUES 

For the first time yesterdgy, 
Stanley Pehinsula was linked up 
with the rest of the Colony In a 
postal sense by the opening of a 
Postnl Kiosk which has been built 
next to the local Police Station for 
the reception of Ictters- posted from 
the district, Despite its eventful 
character, the opening of the klosik 
was not marked by any formality. 
A postal clerk. unossumingly took 
charge, and no notice at the entrance 
announced that business hours on 
week-days were between 6 am. and 
4pm. 


It was only since the beginning of 
this year that Stanley has emerged 
from its rural obscurity on assuming ° 
the. status and responsibilitics of on 
“urban area.” This menns that 
Stanley 13 going to.be much more 
important than jt has ever been In 
the past. More so than any olher 
part ofthe Colony, Stanley can 
claim to have a unique historical 
background, On Its poninsula_ were 
quartered some of the first Britlsh 
troops to garrison this Colony, They 
were stationed there ‘until malaria 
had taken a grievous ‘toll of thelr 
number, when they were forced to 
move to more salubrious furround- 
ings. 

Ble, Developments 


Nearly a century has elapsed since, 
but the military importance of the 
area ds again’ to return. to the 
peninsula In the scheme for local 
defence under the changed condl- 
tions of 1037. When .the fortifica-. 
tions and barracks for two battalions . 
have been completed — there « the 
population of Stanley will have been 
enormously increased by comparison 
with only five years back, Within 
this, period a public school, a 
Mission, a Convent, and a gaol have 
come into existence, giving diversity 
to a population the bullc of which 
had hitherto consisted of fisherfolk 
ving in a litte village.

Adds ~ Height 
and Weight 


The Indian Research Fund 
{Association at Coonoor have 
just carried out interesting 
research on the thousands of 
undernourished children of 
Southern India: : . 

They find that by adding 
one ounce of dried skim milk 
to their normal dict it is 
possible to increase their 
height, weight, mental 
alertness and immunity from 
disease. 

They point out, however, 
that the price of skim’ milk 
is just: too, much for the 
masses of poorer Indians to 
buy owing to there being a 
30 per cent. duty on imported 
dried skim milk. . 

In England and elsewhere 
farmers are always wonder- 
ing how to get rid of their 
skim milk profitably. Their 
difficulty would disappear, say 
the Indian scientists, if the tax 
disappeared and in course of 
time the Indian Government 
would regain what it lost by 
better health through wide 
areas of Southern India.

INQUIRY INTO 
SHOOTING TRAGEDY 


: Expert evidence that the revolver 
which caused the death of Pollce 
Sergeant John Edward Scott, nged 35, 
Inte police armourer, on July 2, was 
defective Jn Ha mechanism was given 
‘| by Armourer Sergeant-Major Smith, 
R.A.Q.C., at the Inquiry Into the eir- 
cumstances of Sergeant Scott's death 
Hheld nt the Central Magistracy 
yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. W. Schofield sat as Coroncr, 
and was assisted by a Jury compris- 
Ing Messrs. J, R. Leltch (Foreman), 
H, Korner and L, J. Castitho, 

Chief Detective-Inspector J. Mur- 
phy conducted the inqury, and Mr. 
A. K. Bidmead, AS.P., was also 
present In Court for the Pollee. ~ 

Dr. I. S. Begbic, Medical OMicer 
In charge of Victoria Mortuary, said 
he saw deceased about 9.30 a.m, on 
July 2 in deceased's office at. Police 
Headquarters, after death had’ taken 
place. Deceased’s conditlon was con- 
sistent with death having occurred 
between 8.45 a.m, and 9 am. Wit- 
ness - conducted. -a post mortcm 
examination of the body on July 3 
nt 9.15 a.m. and identified the bady, 
together with Sergeant Taylor. Wit- 
ness found a circular wound fn the 
skin In the midline of the forehead 
one Inch above the ridge of the nose, 
nbout half an inch in diameter. The 
edges were charred and brulsed, and 
the wound was surrounded by a zone 
of discoloration with powder. 

After describlng further the nature 
of the injuries, witness sald ho found 
the bullet lying beside the open bone 
at the back of the head, There was 
no evidence of any disease in der 
ceased's Internal organs. The cause 
of death was the bullet wound and 
Jaceration of the brain. The distance 
of the muzzle of the weapon from 
the skin must have been between 
two and six inches. The nature of 
the injuries were consistent with the 
accidental discharge of the weapon 
while examining It. It was not quite 
inconsistent with 2 self-inflicted 
wound, but was more consistent with 
accidental discharge. 

One of the reasons for saying this 
was that deceased's brows must have 
been furrowed when he shut one cye 
to look down the muzzle of the 
weapon. It was unlikely that the 
wound was inflicted by another per- 
son, 08 no-one could pet within six 
inches of deceased without him 
knowing it.

TRAINING PLANE ' 
LATEST ADDITION TO LOCAL 
SCHOOL’S EQUIPMENT 


Followlng the latest developments 
in the art of teaching pupils how to 
thandle un aeroplane, the Far East 
Flylng Training School has just pur- 
chnsed un Hornet Moth. This ma- 
chine, which Is due here on August 
18 abonrd the Radnorshire from 
England, and will be flying by 
August 21, is a cabin “monoplane 
seating two persons side by side. 

The cabln arrangements cut out 
the need for wearing goggles or hel- 
met, and conversation between pltot 
and pupil has no Jonger to be carried 
on‘through a telephone. The advan~ 
tages of the pllot slitting beside his 
pupil are many, but here the main 
ndvantnge {s expected, to be in the 
case of pupils who do not under- 
stand English well. Pilots will now 
be able to teach by demonstration 
methods instead of having to explain 
severything orally from a back scat. 

The rapld growth of ‘interest in 
flying and the growing number of 
pupils who are attending the Train- 
ing School at Kal 'fak have neces- 
sitated the purchase .of the Moth, 
which will be the fifth member of the 
School's flect of planes, opart from 
two planes which are used solely for 
demonstration purposes on the

This plane has not been purchased 
to replace the plane damaged by one 
of the pupils when he landed it on 
the edge of a river In Kwangsl some 
time agd. That plane fs being com- 
pictely rebullt by the pupils at the 
school, and will again be in service 
within a month.

Expert's Evidence" 

Armourer Sergeant-Major H. W. 
Smith, R.A.O.C,, said he accompanied 
Sub-Inspector L. R. Whant to the 
police armoury about 3 p.m. on July 
3. On deceased's desk, he found two 
ilve rounds of .38 inch ammunition, 
and three fired cases of the same 
calibre, On July 5, witness received 
a revolver and the rounds of am- 
munition from Sergeant Moran. The 
fired case of the bullet which caused 
Sergeant Scott's death was. still. in 
the revolver, and its position was 
extroordinary as jt was not in the 
chamber leading to the barrel but 
was in the chamber next after to the 
entrance of the barrel. 

This abnormality could only have 
been caused in two ways, first, by a 
second pressure of the trigger by 
deceased after the bullet had entered 
his skull, which was most unlikely, 
and second, defective mechanism of 
the revolver. Witness examined the 
revolver in detail and found defects 
of mechanism. 

The first was the defective trigger 
stop, the second, irregular wear of 
the cylinder — ratchets, the third, 
protrusion of the’ pawl slightly below 
normal, and fourth, a damaged pawl 
passage. The third defect was of 
little consequence to the present 
inquiry, while the fourth defect may 
have .been occasioned by the fall of 
the revolver to the ground from 
deceased's hand. The possibility 
that the damage existed before the 
shot was fired must be borne in 
mind, said witness. 

The second defect was verified by 
firing several rounds in the revolver. 
It was betrayed. by the lack of cen- 
trality of the hammer impression on 
the cartridge cap. One of the fired 
cases Which was found outside of 
Scott's desk ‘also showed the hammer. 
position to be out of centre. 


Serlous Defect 

The first defect was of serious 
importance to the inquiry. The 
‘function of the trigger stop was to 
prevent any movement of the cylin- 
der until cocking actlon was started 
by the flrer. The defect allowed the 
cylinder to move before any pressure 
was applicd to either the trigger or 
Lammer. A cylinder which could 
change Hts position in such a way 
without the ald of the proper 
mechanism would delude the firer as 
to the position of the round in the 
revolver. Such no pistolewas unsafe. 
Ench of the faults affected the 
‘rotation of the revolver. :

Sergeant F. E. Russell estified to 
having gone to the armourer's shop 
on belitg called. by Tsang. He found 
Scott bleeding from the hend, and 
heard slight sounds from his throat. 
Deceased was then . unconscious. 
Witness saw the revolver on the floor 


and the rounds of ammunition ‘and 


empty cartridge cases on the desk, on 
which was also 2 piece of paper, on 
which deceased seemed.to have been 
making notes. Witness had known 
decensed for some time. Scott was 
always In high spirits and never 
appeared .to be worried. He had 
never mentioned wishing to commit 
suicide to witness. ee: 

The inquiry was adjourned at this 
stage to 2.30 this afternoon.

-The States Steamship Com- 
pany will advertise to-day that they 
are closing thelr Hongkong Office on 
August 31. Thereafter they will be 
represented here by Messrs. Thoresen 
& Co. Ltd., as their agents. 


The Company was organised In 
1919 by a group of capitalists in Port- 
lond, Oregon, under the name of the 
Columbia Pacific Steamship Company, 
operating a number of Government- 
awned freighters. a : 

They opened an office in Hongkong 
in 1925. In 1928 the Company, was 
re-organized under the name of the 
States Steamship Company and they 
purchased from the Government 12 
freighters for the Oriental trade, and 
17 for the inter-coastal trade. The 
vessels in the Oriental trade were 
given the names of the various states 
in America. 

In 1932 they entered the passenger 
trade, chartering three steamers from 
the United Fruit Company, Gencral 
Pershing, General Sherman and 
General Lee. They placed these on 
the trans-Pacific run as one class 
ships, and although they were small, 
carrying about 80 passengers at re- 
duced rates, they became very 
popular, x : 

Owing to cancellation of subsidies 
on June 30 and the refusal of the 
Government te grant new subsidies 
under the 1936 shipping uct it was 
decided to discontinue the passenger 
ships and to re-organize the freight 
service, especially to Japan and the 
Philippines from Pacific coast ports. 

The States Steamship Company .are 
also agents for the Oceanic & Oriental 
Navigation Company, who operate a 
regular service of cargo steamers to 
South China, Indo-China, Siam and 
the Philippines, also the American 
Pioneer Line from the Atlantic Coast 
ports.

Can Police 
“ Borrow ” 
Your Car? 


HAT right has a police 
officer to commandeer 

‘an unoccupied private car to 

chise suspected criminals? 

This question was the leading 
topic-in-- motoring circles last 
month following the action of a 
constuble at Lelghton Buzzard, Bed- 
fordshtre, recently, : 

Three men passed the officer in a 
car which had been reported stolen. 
Jumping into o car Icft unattended 
outside an hotel, the. policeman gave 
chase, and. within a mile overtool: and 
atrested the three men. 

Tho. legal. adviser to the Automobile 
Association told a reporter that he 
derew of. no legal right which justified 
such action by the policeman, 

LIABLE FOR DAMAGE 

“If the car had been damaged dur- 
dng the chase through negligence on 
the part of the officer the owner could 


‘}recover from.hlm in common law.” 


Asked whether police are entitled to 
commandeer cars being driven by 
their owners, he said: 

"It may be found that they have 
that privilege under the stitute which 
compels a citizen to come to the aid 
of a constable attacked in the course 
of his duties.” 

“T'do not think the police have a 
Tegal right to so commandcer a car,” 
the solicitor to the Royal Automobile 
Club said. “As for the consequences 
of a smash, it would all depend on the 
cowner's attitude. I doubt whether 
ordinary ‘car insurance would cover 
auch circumstances.”

SOLICITOR’S ACTION 
CRITICISED , 


An objection was roised by 
Acting Sub-Inspector Brittain, ut the 
Kowloon Maglstracy this morning, 
ngninat the netion of Mr. C. E.R. 
Sanderson in speaking to. witnesses 
for the prosecution before the hearlng 
of a traffic case. 


Mr. Sanderson: was defending Sung 
Fat, 29, licensed motor car driver, 
who was summoned on two counts 
ef (1) uslng private car 4199 for 
public hire, and (2) driving the car 
without the permission of the owner. 


TruMe Sergeant R. McVey testified 
that about 6.30 p.m. Inst Sunday he 
“naw car) No. 4109 coming along 
Nathan Road from the direction of 
Tsun Wan, with a party of Europcans 
who had obviously been to the beach. 
The vehicle was belng driven by de- 
fendant. He followed the car, and 
on arriving at Austin Road some of 
\the passengers got off. The car Inter 
proceeded to 5 Hart Avenue, where 
the remainder of the party alighted. 
He noticed one of the passengers give 
jsomething to defendnnt. 


Mr. H. T, Chuter, on¢ of the 
passengers, stated that on the day, in 
question he went with party to 21 
mile beach by public car No, 222. 
On arriving there he asked the driver 
‘to come back for them Jater in the 
evening. About 6 p.m., o man re- 
fsembling defendant handed him) a 
‘chit which stated that car No. 222 
had brokén down and that he (de- 
fendant) had been sent to take them 
home in un private vehicle, The 
public car was hired from the Po On 
Garage, and there had been a stand- 
ing agreement that the fare for the 
whole trip was $0. After he had 
reached home, he handed the driver 
that amount. 


FREE TRIP? 


In reply to Mr, Sanderson, witness 
jsald he could not remember that the 
chit stated that the trip: would be 
free of charge. 3 


Mr. C. Pragnell, owner of car No. 
4109, testified that he kept his vehicle 
in the Po On Garnge, Any driver in 
the Garage could drive the car but 
only for family purposes and not for 
public hire. 

Questioned by Mr, Sanderson, wit- 
ness said that he understood now de- 
fendant, had attempted to get his per- 
mission’ for driving the car. If he 
had been present on that occasion he 
thought he would have allowed it. 

Acting Sub-Inspector Brittain then 
drew the attention of the Magistrate 
(Mr, E. Himsworth) to“the fact that 
Mr. Sanderson had spoken to the two 
hwitnesses In the passage way leading 
to the Court room before the hear- 
ing. “I must object to this proce- 
dure,” he added. © 

Mr. Sanderson replied that he did 
snot know whether he himself or the 
defendant was on trial. His instruc- 
tions were that permission had been 
obtaincd from Mr. Pragnell, and 
that was why he spoke to him about 
it. As regards Mr, Chuter, he only 
asked him if he had paid $6." No 
harm had been done, but If there 
«Was, he was sorry. 


NOT FOR HIRE 


Mr. Sanderson then went on to 
submit that the private car was not 
wlying for hire because it was not 
tavailable to anyone; it was sent to

Li Choi, telephone clerk {!n charge 
of Bragn’s or Po On Garage, stated 
In evidence that on the day in ques- 
tton he received n telephone message 
that car No, 222 had broken down.

FRENCH INTERNAL 
PROBLEMS 


The frequent changes of 
Cabinets in France of late have 
served to draw attention to the 
serious domestic troubles with 
which the nation has been threa- 
tened in reeent years, and which, 
unless they are speedily and 
permanently righted, are likely 
to prevent her from pulling her 
weight jn European . affairs. 
During the boom years which 
followed the influx of visitors to 
France after the war and the 
first payments of German re- 
parations, the, unwillingness of 
the French taxpayer to pay up 
and balance the Budget did not 
matter somuch, but since 1926 
financial crises have been recur- 
rent features of French political 
life. The best remembered of 
these crises are those which 
brought M. Poincare back to 
power in 1926 with his Govern- 
ment of National Union at the 
lime of the Morocean War, and 
the ‘crisis which brought M. 
Doumergue back from his rustic 
retirement to form a National 
Government «again after the 
Stavisky riots of February, 
1934, and when the not alto- 
gether successful experiment 
was tried of including Marshal 
Petain, France’s chief surviving 
War General, in the Cabinet. 
The plenary powers granted to 
M. Blum a few days before the 
defeat in the Senate which led 
to his recent resignation, and 
which were described a3 making 
him a financial dictator, are not 
anything new in French finan- 
cial life, for similar powers were 
held by M. Laval for six months 
‘in 1986, It had been hoped that 
the advent to power of M. Blum 
would have resulted in a firmer 
line being taken ‘by France at 
Geneva in support of the ideals 
and aims of “the League of 
Nations.

“WILES . 


TALK TO LOCAL 
ROTARIANS 


_A fast and: fluent exposure of 
modern methods of propaganda was 
given by Dr, Willlam G. Campbell, 
Professor of Education in the Unl- 
versity of California, in a broadcast 
talk to the Hongkong Rotary Club 
yesterday under the title of “The 
Technique of Propaganda,” 

Major R. D, ‘Walker, President, in- 
troduced visiting -Rotarlans C. 
Shirk, Callfornia; T. B, Booth, New 
Jersey; J. Burge, Kentucky; B. Pot- 
ter, Californian; H. Blackman, Bever- 
Tey Hills; E, .Mathewson, <Arizonn; 
and Dr. J. M. Henry, Past President 
of the Canton Rotary Club. Other 
guests were Messrs, H. Blackman, 
jnr., California; G. I. Gavett, Seat- 
tle; oH, -Fray, Los Angeles; R. M. 
McLay, T. Ramsey, ond Cmdr, 
Spurgeon, RAN. all of Hongkong. 
_ Mr. Campbell, in a speech plea- 
Santly Interspersed with anecdotdés, 
sald propaganda was used in many 
parts of the world, and when one 
rend conflictIng reports from North 
nnd South, Europe and other places, 
und compared them with one’s mall, 
one was’ in pn difficulty as to what 
to believe and disbelleve. 

Propaganda had been defined as 
an attempt to present material In 
such a way as to guide the think- 
ing of a person or group to a pre- 
determined end. 

Courtship, selling o car or con- 
vinelng the world that a revolution 
was necessary or nationalism desir- 
nble were all forms of propaganda, 
In this way it was as old as the 
world, the cave man obtaining his 
mate by offering her better protec- 
tlon} and at Pompeii election mottos 
could «still be read offering more 
roads and less taxcs. 


Suppression of Bad 


Dealing with propaganda” under 
four heads,. the speaker spoke first 
ot suppression. This 
ganda by not telling the facts of 
the case. An Instance occurred a 
year or s0 ngo when a cuse of black 
small-pox was reported in a big city 
of the Middle West by the Medical 
OMice to his Council. The Council 
told the oMfcer he could have all the 
funds he wanted to combat the fever, 
but they asked newspaper editors 
not to mention the cnse because they 
did not want the tourist traMfc to 
pass them by. During that season, 
376 persons died of binck small-pox 
but not a ine appenred in the Press. 
At a later date, the speaker's wife 
was In Los Angeles and he ‘was buy- 
ing at least two Los Angeles pupers 
a day at that time. It was not until 
he arrived there, however, that he 
learned from his wife that there had 
been an epidemic of Infantile para-

Disturting the Facts 


Distortion was another simple 
variation of propoganda. An in-

hands of Germans wns held up to

ate, ‘The fnct that she was & spy 
nnd that there was only one sen- 
tence for o spy~the sentence of 
death—was not mentioned. Within 
a week of her execution, two Ger- 
man nurses were shot to death on 
tlie! come charge within 40 miles of 
wiris.. 


The movie industry at Hollywood 
threatened to move when it was pro- 
posed to Increase their taxes. They 
quoted figures to show that, their 
expenses were $90 million annunlly 
and their profits only $10 million, 
How could they pay $20 million ‘In 
taxes? The answer was that they 
had included taxes in their expendi- 
ture.

WORLD PEACE SEARCH 


NEW HISTORY SOCIETY'S 
COMPETITIONS 


In order to promote a deeper and 
more senrching study of those 
problems ‘that relate to the re- 
construction of the human commén- 
wealth and world peace, the New 
History Society, founded In New 
York in April, 1932, has, since that 
‘time, arranged a serics of competl- 
tions to the younger generations ‘of 
each Continent. 


These competitions have been or- 
ganised with a view to eliciting the 
opinion of the. youth on socicl pro- 
blems and disseminating ® among 
leading educators, statesmen ~ and 
publicists. of every country. 


- The 1936 competition subject was: 
“How can the people of the world 
achleve.universal disarmament.” On 
the closing date, May 1, 1037, 3,166 
papers had been recelved from the 
five continents of the world and the 
{slands of the Seas, They were sub- 
mitted in English, French, German, 
Dutch, Italinn, Spanish, Portuguese, 
Chinese, Japanese, Russian, Arable 
and Persian. 


In 1032, 15 papers were received 
from the youth of China. Eighty 
students sent in papers during the 
last competition. As far as can bo 
ascertained from the tables published 
by the Society, there were no en- 
trants from Hongkong. 


‘Chinese Prizewinner 


In 1035 Miss L. P. ¥. Chang, of 
Kirin University, won first prize. 
The subject that year was: “How 
can youth contribute to the realisation 
of a universal religion.”

.. INQUIRY INTO 
SHOOTING TRAGEDY 


Expert evidence that the revolver 
which caused the death of Police 
Sergeant John Edward Scott, aged 3G, 
late pollee armourcr, on July 2, was 
defective Initia mechanism was given 
by Armotirer Sergeant-Major Smith, 
RA.OC,, at the Inquiry into the clr- 
cumstances of Sergeunt Scott's death 
held at the Central. Magintracy 
yesterdny afternoon. . 

Mr, W. Schofield sat as Coroner, 
and was assisted by a Jury compris- 
ing Messrs, J. R. Leitch (Foreman), 
Hi. Korner and L. J, Castltho, 

Chicf Deteet!ve-Inspector J. Mur- 
phy conducted the inqury, and Mr. 
A. KK, Bldmead, AS.P., was also 
present Jn Court for the Police, 

Dr. BR. S. Begbie, Medien] OMecer 
in charge of -Victorin Mortuary, said 
he saw deceased about 9.30 a.m. on 
July 2 in decensed's office at: Police 
Headquarters, after death had taken 
place, Deceascd's condition was con- 
sistent with death having occurred 
between 8.45 a.m. and 9 am. Wit- 
ness conducted a post mortem 
examination of the body on July 3 
at 9.15 am. and Identified the body, 
together with Sergeant Taylor. Wit- 
ness found a circular wound in the 
skin in the midline of the forehead 
one Inch above the ridge of the nose, 
about half an inch in diameter. The 
edges were charred and bruised, and 
the wound was surrounded by a zone 
of discoloration with powder. 

After describing further the nature 
of the Injuries, witness said he found 
the btdlet lying beside the open bone 
at the back of the head. There was 
no evidence of any disease in de- 
ceased’s Internal organs. The cause 
of death was the bullet wound and 
laceration of the brain. The distance 
of the muzzle of the weapon from 
the skin must have been between 
two and six inches. The nature of 
the injuries were consistent with the 
accidental discharge of the weapon 
while examining it, It was not quite 
inconsistent) with a self-inflicted 
wound, but was more consistent with 
necidental discharge, : 

One of the reasons for saying thi 
was that deceased's brows must have 
been furrowed when he shut one eye 
to look down the,muzzle : of the 
weapon. It was unlikely that the 
wound was inflicted by another per- 
son, as no-one could get within six 
inches of deceased without «him 
knowing it. 

Formal evidence was given by 
Sergeant G, C /Paylor, who testified 
to Identifying the body, and by Ser- 
xeant H. N. Moran, police photo- 
grapher, who deposed to taking three 
pictures of the body and scene of the 
trapedy. 


: Expert’s Evidence 

Armourer Sergeant-Major H. W. 
Smith, R.A.0.C., said he accompantieri 
Sub-Inspector L. R. Whant to the 
police armoury about 3 p.m. on July 
3. On deceased's desk, he found two 
live rounds of 38 Inch ammunition, 
and .three fired cases of the same 
calibre. On July 5, witness received 
a revolver and the rounds of am- 
munition from Sergeant Moran. The 
fired case of the bullet which caused 
Sergeant Scott’s death was still in 
the revolver, and its position was 
extraordinary as jt was not in the 
chamber leading to the barrel but 
was in the chamber next after to the 
entrance of the barrel. 

This abnormality could only have 
been caused in two ways, first, by a 
second pressure of the trigger by 
deceased after the bullet had entered 
his skull, which was most unlikely,. 
and second, defective mechanism of 
the revolver. Witness examined the 
revolver in detail and found defects 
of mechanism. 

The first was the defective trigger 
stop, the second, irregular wear of 
the cylinder ratchets, the third, 
protrusion of the paw) slightly below 
normal, and fourth, a damaged pawl 
passage, The third defect was of 
little consequence to the - present 
inquiry, while the fourth defect may 
have been cecasloned by the fall of 
the revolver to the ground from 
decensed’s hand. The possibility 
that the damnge existed before the 
shot was fired must be borne in 
mind, sald witness, . 

The second defect was verified by 
firing Several rounds in the revolver. 
It. was betrayed by the lack of cen- 
trality of the hammer Impression on 
the cartridge cap. One of the fired 
cases which was found - outside of 
Scott’s desk also showed the hammer 
position to be out of centre. 


Serious Defect 
_ The first defect wes of serious 
importance to the inquiry. The 
function of the trigger stop was to 
prevent any movement of the cylin- 
der until cocking action was started 
by the firer. The defect allowed the 
cylinder to move before any pressure 
was applicd to cither the trigger or 
hammer. A cylinder which could 
change its position in such a way 
without the aid of. the proper 
mechanism would delude the firer as 
to the position of the round in the 
revolver. Such a pistol was unsafe. 
Each of the faults - affected the 
rotation of the revolver, .-

(1) That almost exactly’ the 
same amount of hydrochloric acid 18 
produced in the stomach when carbo- 
hydrates are caten gs when proteins 
are eaten, so that It would do no 
good not cating proteins so as to 
reduce the acid. 


(2) Anyway ‘the hydrochlorle 
acid docs not interfere with the 
digestion of the starch. .

Madrid, Aug. 3. 

The battered city of Madrid war 
apain shelled this miternoon by Jn- 

sent artillery and the ensualties 
xpected to be higher than they 
rore In the morning bombardment, 
wher 50 were reported killed and 
wounded. . :

OPIUM CLAIM 
EVIDENCE 


MANAGER EXPLAINS 
PROCEDURE 


Further evidence of the procedure 
in transhipping oplum at Shanghai 
was piven by Mr. A. W. T. Palm, 
manager of the Shanghai agent for 
Rickmers Line, when the £10,000 
opium confiscation claim was con 
tinued before the Acting Chief 
Justice, - Mr. G. Alabaster this 
morning. 

The claim is by the Bank of Tni- 
win, Ltq., d H.S. M. R. Kazerooni 
& Sons, merchants of Bushire, Persta 
for £10,000 for loss of a cargo of 
oplum. which was selzed by the 
Chinese Government at Shanghai in 
November, 1930, The defendants are 
Rickimers Rhederai A.G., owners of 
the ss, Claus Rickmers whose agents 
nre accused of negligence In falling 
to conform to Customs Regulations, 
n breach of which led to the con- 
fscutlon. 

Mr. Eldon Potter K.C., and Mr. H. 
C. Macnamara were instructed by 
Mr. R. A. Wadeson, of Deacons, for 
the plaintiffs, while Mr. H. G. Shel- 
don, KC., and the Hon. Mr. Leo 
D’Almnda, were Instructed by Mr. 
D. H. Blake, of Wilkinson & Grist, 
for defendants. Mr. H. A. Reeks, 
barrister-at-law, Shanghai, js also in 
court for defendants. 

Mr. Sheldon said he wished to 
correct an impression given yesterday 
that defendants did not press to ob- 
talIn a copy of a certain report in 
connection With the confiscation. 

Mr. Potter also sald he wished to 
add to what wus satd yesterday about 
an agent of the plaintifl's uecompuny- 
Ing the opium on board ship, that 
there was no evidence that Mr. 
Nakamura was with the ship during 
its passuge from Hongkong to Shang- 


bal. 
POSSIBLY MISLED 

Continuing under cross-examina- 
tion, Mr. Palm’ siudd the Hongkong 
ugents cabled to him the departure of 
the Clous Rickmers in accordance 
with usual practice. He ugreed, that 
Mackinnon and Mackenzie's’. Shang- 
hai office wrote asking If the Hong- 
kong office had cabled in advance the

“They also seemed to have been 
misled by the marginal note and had 
seen the proper notification,” added 
witness, 

Counsel nsked it there’ was any- 
thing to prevent the Captain udding 
the opium to the manifest brought 
to him by the agents a5 soon as: the 
ship ‘arrived, Witness suid there 
were so many variations at ports in 
manifest requirements that captains 
ulways iecft that business to the 
agents.

“eommodity dollar", ndds: It Is 
doubtful whether the procedure you 
suggest will be rewarded with the 
measure of success Wwe could justly 
expect were the. international 
situation to have tindergone elarifica~ 
tlon. For that reason 1 belleve that 
tg commit ourselves at this time to 
any formalised course of action might 
well be premature, and would 
therefore do even more harm than 
good at home and abroad, 

“LT am sure you agree that 
stabilisation of the dollar wiiL. be 
ittained not merely by monctary 
means ond devices, though these are 
necessary, but much more by the 
achievement of balance and orderly 
recovery through the whole of our
